There a strong force 
of police vrero presu.-it, however, and 
they kept the ciowd of idlers continuallv 
moving.

aa trustees. As soon as they could get 
tha busiuess arrangements straightened 
out an election waa held for bonds to 
build a school house and resulted in vot- 
ing bonds for $'2500. Two of the trustees 
—Martin and Allen—rented some land 
and erected a house in the center of the 
district, to he used temporarily until tbe 
new school house could be built. They 
then went to tbo teacher, Joseph I. Tay- 
lor, and wanted to move the school prop- 
erty to the house they hud arranged, it 
being only two miles nearer tbe resi- 
dents in the northern part of the district. 


This tbo teacher refused to allow, so 


the trustees discharged him and on 
February 13 and 1-i they moved the 
desks and other effects to the new loca- 
tion. 


The settlers of the southern partot the 


county took sides with tho teacher ami 
he continued to teach a little band of six 
or eight children without any school 
properties. 


The trustees then called a meeting of 


the qualified electors to locate the school 
site, either to uphold the trustees in 
what they had done or to vacate what 


id to do. 


called the meeting to 


order an organization was effected hy. 
electing Z. T, King as chairman. Mr. 
King stated that the meeting was to vote 
ou a proposition as to where tbo school 
should be located, whether in tbe center 
of the district to the detriment of the 
many, or two miles further south to the 
injury of the few. Mr. Martin said the 
school in the center wo aid not do any 
great harm ID any, as even there two of 
tbe northern residents would have the 
fartberest to come to roach the school, 
whereas if the school moved two miles 
further eoutb it would practically shut 
off three families from attending.

In his answer to the rj.no war- 
ranto proceedings brought to ouet him 
from the board of city trustees, he alleged 
that up to November 15,1890, he had al- 
ways ii!lfir,clf;d to return to Merced, and 
that it WES only EO late as November 17, 
1890, that hh determined to make Fresno 
hie home. Itia clear, then, that accord- 
ing to his own statement hia residence in 
this county must date from November

In view of this opinion, it seema quite 


certain that Auditor Bramlett will pay 
none of the deputies provided for by the 
act of 1S91, but whether he will pay euch 
deputies as have been appointed by the 
supervisors is another question. As a 
retusal to pay the recnrrjer'a, sherifTc, 
county clerk's aud district attorney's 
deputies would be disregarding tho dis- 
trict attorney's opinion on that point, 
there is no reason why the auditor 
ishould not disregard the remainder of 
the opinion and draw salary warrants for 
all deputies appointed by the supervis- 
ors, contrary to the advice given by the 
district attorney. Should he do this, 
however, it ia likely the district attor- 
neys would try to prevent it. 
. Tbe opinion of Auditor Bramlett'a at- 
torneys, it may be seen, suggests no way 
out of the trouble. The appeal of the 
plaintiff in the case of Welsh vs. Bram- 
lett will not be passed upon bv tho su- 
preme court until May, and if theanditor 
insists upon waiting until then tbe situ- 
ation may change from perplexing to 
serious. The deputies cannot very well 
wait that long for their money—not to 
rftention tbe uncertainly as to whether 
they wonld receive any compensation at 
all—and the principals cannot afford to 
pay their deputies oat of their own sala- 
"es. 
The probability is that one of the. dep- 


ntiea in thfi county clerk's, or gome other 
otlicial's office, will apply for a writ of 
mandamus against the auditor, and try 
to have the matter decided in that way.

to the county hospital. Buffering from 
tho symptoms of poisoning.

time he made a statement to the effect 
that Mre. Lavarino admitted to hiui that 
she had given a man $5 to do away with 
an Italian uamel Lucheei, who hcd 
threatened to expose her infimncy with 
Beneo. Benso waa afterward stabbed by 
a man nnraed Alfonzio, who had accused 
Mrs. Lavarino of infidelity. 
Benao con- 
tinued : 


"I took the case to court and Rose, 


threatened ou all sides with exposure, 
implored me to end my life with hers 
the day previous to the trial. 


"I agreed, and having received 50 


cents from Mrs. Lavarino expended 26 
cents of it in strychnine at Meseing'a 
drug ntore. The poison was then baried 
in the cellar. 


"Before the day of AHonzio'B trial, 


however, both of us chanced our minds 
as to suicide. Things were arranged by 
Hose, and Atfonzio got free aa a reward 
for his eilonco. A gushing love letter 
written by Mrs. Lavarinoto Luchesi was 
suppressed by the prosecuting attorney. 


"Mrs. Lavarino now began to cast me 


off, and after repeated scoldings and 
abuse, mingled with artful pleadings, 
finally induced me to leave town. She 
gave mo $5 to help me out. I went to 
Madera and after a few daya returned 
again to Lavarino'e to the diamay and 
disgust of Rose." 


He accused Mrs. Lavarino of having 


pnt strychnine into his beer. The Lava- 
rinos say that Benao attempted on eev- 
eral occasions to poison himself, and that 
he tried to poison Mrs. Lavarino with 
whom he waa infatuated. 
lie escaped from the hospital and noth- 


ing was heard of him until yesterday.

"The storm water that falls during 


rains and is collected by the gutters, is 
carried to the canal and emptied thorp 
The gutters are so constructed as to lent 
to the canal. 


''The ditch is in a foul condition, but 


it is not due to the emptying of any saw- 
era into it. 


"It would be better if not even tho 


surface water were allowed to empty into 
the ditch; and I am preparing to submit 
a proposition to the board of trustees to 
construct a system of sewers to collect 
tho storm water, and empty it into th 
general sewerage system, instead of al- 
lowing it to empty itself into the canal. 
"It is not the purpose to do thia for 


the present season, hut it ia hoped that 
bynext year a system something like 
Luis can be finished, and then the drain- 
age of the city will be better than it is 


ow." 
The superintendent is evidently unda 


the impression that only rain" water 
flows into the ditch from the wooden 
drain connecting with the rear of thu 
postoffice lot. This impression in s mia 
iskoi one, because a REPUBUCAX re- 
porter and several other persons ean 
dirtv slop water flowing into tbe ditcL 
through the drain, befoie the recent rain 
storm came on and when there was to 
rainwater to be drained. What building 
this drain ia connected with, we hivo 
not stated, and do not know.
